‘SIX MEN INJURED. 


Giant Powder Ignited by a Spark From « 
Locomotive. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 18.—At Ensley City 
last night a car fixed upasa sleeping apart- 
ment for laborers was standing on the side 
track. In the car were six negroes and some 
Diasting powder which they had been 
using at their work.

The Olaim It Gives the Brother and Wife 
of the Dead Leader—Siaews of War to 
Continue the Fight—The Manifesto 
Issued at Dublin—Press Comment On 
the Matter. 


Loxdox, Oct. 18.—The Daily Telegraph this 
morning publishes a dispatch from its Cork 


a panic has been caused in Nationalist 
circles here by a report that under 
French law Mrs. Charles Stewart Parnell and 
John Howard Parnell, are the heirs of the 
Paris fend of £4,000 which was lodged in 
Paris in the joint names of Mr. McCarthy and 
Mr. Parnell. There is no doubt that Mrs. 
Parnell will at once place her share in 
the hands of those who stood by her 
late husband, which will quickly place them 
in a financial position to enable them to show 
a good deal of fight. 

It is believed now that knowledge of this 
fact had much to do with the issuing of the 
manifesto last night, in which Parnell’s close 
adherents declare that his cause will be 
pushed as vigorously now as in the past. 

It is now generally believed that Mr. John 
Howard Parnell will contest for the seat in 
Pa,Mament (Cork City) left vacant by the 
death of Charles Stewart Parnell. 

The health of Mrs. Parnell continues to 
cause the greatest anxiety to her friends and 
relatives. Even her attending physician 
admits that her condition is such as to neces- 
sitate the greatest care. 


MANIFESTO. 


PARNELL’S FOLLOWERS ISSUE AN ADDRESS TO 
THE PEOPLE OF IRELAND. 

Dont, Oct. 13.—The Parnell Parliamen- 
tary party held a meeting last night at the 
rooms of the National League and issued the 
following manifesto: 


Ireland has lost her leader, but the cause of Ire- 
land’s freedom remains.

art Parnell and his 4 colleagues the 
charge of your political interests and the honor and 
safety of your political cause. ou asked us by con- 
stitutional means to restore prosperity, peace and 
freedom to our country. Under the lead of our ilius- 
trious chief, animated by his spritand guided by his 
clear intelligence and firmness of soul, we carried

HOT ON THE TRAIL. 


Gov. Pattison’s Straight Talk to the 
Pennsylvania Senate. 


PLUNDERERS OF THE STATE TREASURY 
MUST BE PUNISHED. 


The Powers and Duty of the People’s Rep- 
resentatives Clearly Defined—Bards- 
ley’s Official Partners Must Share His 
Ignominy—What the Public Expects of 
Their Servants—The Message in Full. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 18.—The special ses- 
sion of the State Senate was called to order 
this morning, and after the usual preliminary 
business had been transacted the message o 
Gov.

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THE REVOLT FAILS. 


Six Killed and Seven Wounded in the 
Uruguay Uprising. 


THE CAPITAL GARRISON REFUSE TO 
JOIN IN THE MOVEMENT. 


Why Governments Are So Unstable in 
South America—President Ezeta’s 
Dream of Empire—War With Guate- 
mala Probable-—The Mexican Method 
ot Dealing With Suspected Traitors. 


New York, Oct. 13.—A cablegram from 
Montevideo says that the revolutionists who 
on Sunday evening attempted to createa 
serious disturbance here have falled in their 
designs. The rioters were members of a 
revolutionary club who expected to be able 
to win over the artillery corps of the garrt- 


son and take possession of the city. The 


conspirators fired upon the loyal troops and 
expected at this signal that the artillery 
would join forces with them. In this they 
were disappointed. The artillerymen re- 
mained true to their colors and the con- 
spiracy failed. The leaders of the revolu- 
tionary movement are now confined in prison 
and it is expected that they will be sum- 
marily dealt with, 

In the exchange of volleys which took place 
between the Revolutionists and the loyal 
troops, six men were killed and seven were 
wounded. Fifty-twopersons, including the 
ringleaders of the conspiracy, are held in 
custody. The uprising has been effectually 
quelled and to-day quiet prevails throughout 
Uruguay. 

It is reported that an attempt was made to 
assassinate President Coes and to capture his 
Cabinet, but the movement was unsuccess- 
ful. A gentleman who has traveled exten- 
sively in South America, speeking of the at- 
tem pted revolt in the capital of Uruguay says: 

he cause of perpetual troubles in the Gov- 
ernments of South and Central America can 
easily be found. In every one of the ten 
republics, with perhaps a single exception, 
the President is practically a dictator, 
though nominally controlled by the constitu- 
tion and held in check by the Congress; and 
itis from the exercise of the dictatorial 
powers of the Executive that troubles arise. 
The President appoints the Governors of 
departments and other officials; he controls 
the diplomatic business of the Government, 
is commander of all the military forces, 
and, in fact, it is a dictatorship that 
he holds for the fle years of his 
term ofoffice. There is just about the same 
state of things in Peru and in Argentina and 
in the lesser republics. The Presidents can 
generally control the elections in Congress, 
Aictate the choice of their own successors, 
and enforce their policy in every branch of 
the Government. Only in Venezuela, which 
is perhaps the best governed country in 
South America, has the authority of the 
President been kept within proper constitu- 
tional limits. Ot recent years the dissatis- 
faction of the people in Uruguay has been 
very apparentand the present attempt to 
assassinate the President and create a revolt 
will surprise no one who has traveled in that 
country within the past year.’’

THE CORNER STONE OF THE EDIFICE 
RIFLED THIS MORNING.

One of the Workmen Engaged in Wreck- 
ing the Building Discharged—The Arti- 
cles Missing— Bertha Webber’s Case on 
Trial in the Criminal Court—The En- 
glish Case—Police News.

Capt. Henry Haarstick Visits the Mayor 
With a Denial. 


HE SAYS HIS HONOR HAS BEEN DE- 
CEIVED BY SOMEBODY. 


Without Deep Water the Barge Line Will 
Have to Go Out of Business—S. 0. 
Hemenway Charges the River Com- 
mission With Working for the Rail- 
roads—Macklin’s Resignation Still in 
Doubt. 


Capt. Henry Haarstick, who is at the head 
of the Mississippi Valley Transportation Co., 
Came tothe City Hall to-day, and, escorted 
by Harbor Commissioner Dan Able, went up to 
the Mayor’s office to see His Honor. Mayor 
Noonan was not in, and they went away in- 
tending to return. 

**I wanted to see the Mayor with reference 
to the remarks the Post-DisPatTcu 
yesterday said he had made about the barge 
lines,’’ said Capt. Haarstick. ‘‘When one 
talks of the barge lines of St. Louis they mean 
me, and I want to show the Mayor that 
the persons who have told him that we were 
obstructing the efforts made to improve the 
river have been deliberately misrepresenting 
our position. I know the Mayor too well to 
believe that he would willfully do us an in- 
jury, and I’m quite sure that somebody has 
been prejudicing him against us. 

It is quite unanswerable, Capt. Haar- 
stick went on, to suppose that 
it does the barge lines any good to have the 
channel shallow. As a matter of fact, the 
barge lines need more water than the steam 
boats. The steamers can dart about and 
hunt the dest water as they go 
— the river, but the barges 
are far more unwieldy. 1 
barges have to be towed 9 ; ana 
they must have deep water. We want deep 
water more than any other river interest in 
St. Louis. Most of our business 

through export business and though 
our barges have to go down to New Orleans 
with one-third or half a load when the 
water is low yet our rates were 
very little higher then than they 
are when the water is high and we can take 
down full loads. It is a matter of life and 
death with us, this question of deep water 
and unless we can improve the chan. 
nel, there will not be a darge line 
left in St. Louis. I think Mayor Noonan will 
readily see the error into which he has been 
led when I place these facts before him.’’

Mrs. Cooper left no children, and in 
this case the laws of Missouri give the sur- 
viving husband none of her personal prop- 
erty, while the laws of Illinois give him all. 
The heirsof Mrs. Cooper insisted that the 
estate should be administered on in Mis- 
sour!,claiming that was her residence. Judge 
Tipton decided that she had abandoned her 
St. Louis home ne: and as the bulk 
of her estate at the time of her death was in 
this State her estate should be administered 
on here and ordered the administrator to 
turn the $40,000 over to Dr. Cooper.

NO RECORD PRESERVED OF CONTRACTS 
FOR CARPENTRY GIVEN CUDMORE. 


The Bille Presented in the Board Are the 
Only Records to Show That Work

The School Board will hold its regular 
meeting to-night, at which Reformer Cud- 
more will vote with the rest of the crowd, in 
all probability, for the suspension of rule 89, 
andthe immediate payment of his brother’s 
Dilis, held back from last month.

REPAIRS COST MORE THAN BUILDINGS. 

The Post-DIsPaATcH charges and will prove 
in the proper place that repairs upon some 
of the schools have cost more money than the 
original buildings and that the item of heat- 
ingand ventilating alone, in several in- 
stances, cost as much as the buildings. If 
these monumental repairs are required with 
school buildings of this city, plainly the 
teachers and janitors are remiss in their du- 
ties. But this is preposterous, for 
under the rules, rigidly enforced 
by the principals, the children 
are never in the yards orinany part of the 
buildings without the presence of teachers in 
charge.

JOHN HOEY OUSTED. 


Removed From the Presidency of the 
Adams Express Co. 


ACCUSED OF MULCTING THE CORPORA- 
TION IN A STOCK TRANSACTION. 


Prompt Action of the Board of Directors— 
Clapp Spooner, the Vice-President, 
Also Resigns—The Disclosures Create a 
Profound Sensation in Business Circles 
—Hoey’s Career. 


New Tom, Oct. 13.—Jdhn Hoey, President 
of the Adams Express Co., was yesterday de- 
prived of his position as president and trustee 
by the unanimous vote of the full Board of 
Managers. He was charged with malfesance 
in office. Clapp Spooner, Vice-President, 
offered his resignation immediately after the 
board voted the expulsion of the president 
and the resignation was accepted. Hoey’s 
salary was $30,000 per annum. The troubdle 
which overtook Mr. Hoey to day was fore- 
shadowed last spring in a suit brought by 
Henry 8. Sherburne against him. Olapp. 
Spooner and Edward A. Taft were co-defend- 
ants. 

The meeting was held without any pub- 
licity whatever. It was during Mr. Hoey's 
absence in Europe that an investigation was 
made which resulted in the action taken yes- 
terday. The president of the company re- 
turned from his trip abroad on Wednesday 
last and was notified the day following that 
a special meeting of the Board of Directors 
would be held and his presence was particu- 
larly requested. It is presumed that he knew 
what was coming for he consulted one of his 
close personal friends in the board and, it is 
said, sought to gain a promise of support. 
Whether this promise was given or not is not 
known. Atall events there was nota single 
dissenting voice when the question came toa 
vote. 

The meeting was necessarily a secret one. 
The directors wanted to feel free to say what 
they pleased. From all accounts they did 
not mince matters. Mr. Sanford led the as- 
sault by reciting the allegations made in the 
Sherburne suit, and Mr. Seward asked some 
pointed questions. It required a very few 
minutes of this sort of thing to satisfy Mr. 
Hoey. He arose from his chair with a flushed 
face saying that he did not propose to be 
subjected to impertinent questions about 
something that the courts had been called 
upon to decide. He then left the room. He 
had scarcely closed the door when a resolu - 
tion that had previously been prepared was 
introduced and adopted. It was to the effect 
that the office of president of the Adams Ex- 
press Co., be declared vacant and that the 
position of trustee held by John Hoey be 
also declared vacant. That relieved Mr. 
Hoey of all official connection with the com 
pany. 

Vice-President Spooner had been shifting 
uneasily in his chair during these ominous 
proceedings. Was there anything in 
store for him? He did not wait to learn. 
The expulsion of his chief rendered it impos- 
sible for him to remain in office, as the 
strictures upon President Hoey presumably 
applied to him. Rising in his seat, Mr. 
Spooner asked the board to accept his resig- 
nation. The board did, quite formally and 
gracefully it is said, but with alarcity. 

A suit which resulted in the displacement 
of President Hoey was brought by Henry 8. 
Sherburne against John Hoey, President of 
the Adams Express Co.; Clapp Spooner, Vice- 
President of the company, and Edwin A. 
Taft. 

The action was the outcome of the trans- 
actions whereby the Adams Express Co. se- 
cured a controlling interestin the stock of 
the New York & Boston Dispatch Co. The 
amount involved is $87,500, with interest. 

Sherburne, with the defendant, made up 
the syndicate that sold the stock to the 
Adams Express people. Sherburne held that 
$87,500 had been kept out of his share of the 
sale, and the suit was brought to recover that 
amount. The hearing began April 20 last, 
voseph M. Choate and Daniel M, Carter ap- 
pearing for Sherburne. 

The defendants were represented by Root 
& Clark and John H. Benton, Jr. The case 
as represented was that sherburne and Taft 
owned in March, 1882, several hundred shares 
of stock inthe express company named; in 
association with Spooner they increased their 
holdings to 500 shares, which gave them a 
controlling interest. This stock represented 
an outlay of $80,000 by these three men. 

On March , 1882, they sold out to William 
B. Dinsmore for $350,000. This transaction 
showed a profit of $270,000, and it was divided 
equally into four parts between Sherburne, 
Spooner, Taft and John Hoey. A year or 
more afterwards Dinsmore turned the stock 
overto the Adams Express Co., receiving 
therefor $350,000 and interest. 

In 1888 there was a second transaction. The 
syndicate, comprising Sherburne, Spooner, 
Taft and Hoey, soonafter disposing of this 
first lot acquired a second lot amounting to 
87l shares. This cost them about $60,000, The 
transfer was made by E. A. Taft, and Taft 
subsequently distributed the proceeds. The 
entire profit was about $420,000. He sent 
$100,000 and a note for $33,000 to Sherburne, 
$103,000 was given to Spooner, $110,000 to John 
Hoey, and he retained $133,000 for himself. 
In this suit Sherburne alleges that this sale 
was made without his consent, and that in 
any case Hoey was not entitled toa share of 
the property, as he had never paid for his 
proportion of the 371 shares of stocks. Sher- 
burne also claims that he owned three- 
eighths of the stock and is entitled, there- 
fore, to that fraction of the $500,000 paid by 
the Adams Express Co., or $187,500. He cred- 
its the $100,000 already paid and wants the 
difference of $87,500 with interest. 

John Hoey and Edwin A. Taft testified dur 
ing the progress of the case in the Supreme 
Court. Thetestimony of Sherburne, taken 
by a commissioner in Paris, was submitted. 
With respect to the first sale of 800 shares of 
stock to William B. Dinsmore for $350,000, 
Mr. Hoey said he had several talks with Dins- 
more relating tothe purchase of the stock. 
He believed that Dinsmore intended to pur- 
chase such an amount of stock at that time. 
He was then President of tne Adams Express 
Co. and witness was Vice-President. Spooner 
was a Director. Witness denied that it was 
understood that in case Dinsmore was per- 
suaded to buy, witness and Spooner were to 
have one-fourth of the profits of the transac- 
tion. Witness demanded that share, no 
matter to whom they sold it. 2

It isa 
successful idea, and the younger Emmet on 
that line is giving a good production of 
Frits in Ireland. 

He is a young man, and is full of energy and 
Vivacity, which are valuable to his work. In 
the carrying out of the character of the in- 
sor tage fresh, music-loving and children- 

oving Frits, Emmet the ounger is 
strong enough to recall his fathef, and his 
‘*make-up’’ is as close a counterfeit pre- 
sentment as it can be made.

FOUND. THE FIEND. 


The Man Who Planned the Dynamite 
Explosion in Bohemia. 


LIKE BURRAUD, HE WORKS DESTRUC- 
TION FOR THE PLEASURE OF IT, 


And Did Not Mean to Kill the Austrien 
Bm peror—Burned in the Jail—Counter- 
feiters Caught — Shot His Neighbor— 
Skull Orushed—Struggle With a Foot- 
ped—Crimes of a Day. 


Lorpor, Oct. 18.—The Austrian police be- 
eve that they have captured inthe man 
Steinhart of Cracow, Austrian Poland, a 
Gynamite fiend who works destruction 
mainly forthe pleasure ot it. It is thought 
that he planned the Rosenthal explosion. 
Steinhart was also guilty of attempting to 
blow up the statue of St. John of Nepumuk, 
the patron saint of Bohemia, when the 
feast of the saint was being celebrated 
in Rolohenborg, and that when the 
feast of the nativity of the Virgin 
was being celebrated, he made a similar at- 
tempt to blow up the Marion Chapel, in the 
suburb of Mafferssderf. The explosion at 
Rosenthal is not now supposed to have had 
for its object any injury to the Emperor of 
Austria, but to be like, the other deeds, a 
senseless effort to create excitement and de- 
stroy property. There was an undoubted in- 
tention to ruin the bridge and thereby create 
a sensation owing to the delay of the Empe- 
ror’s train, but there is not the slightest ev!- 
dence of a purpose to injure the Emperor. 


Steinart appears to; be afflicted with the 
same mania as the Frenchman, Louis Ber- 
raud, who figured inso many sensational 
dynamite plots in the United States. Steinert 
isan Austrian. It is not thought that he isa 
member of any nihilistic society, but he will 
be held until his conduct is fully investigated. 


A GEORGIA DESPERADO. 

Co_tumnpus, Ga., Oct. 13.—Witll Wallace has 
been taken to the jail at Muskogee to await 
the decision of the Supreme Court on the ap- 
pealof his case, the prisoner having been 
given twelve years in the penitentiary for 
the murder of Engineer Frank Huckabee in 
this city last November. Wallace has bad 
quite an eventful life. The only parents he 
knew were step-parentsand he had to bat 
tle forhimself early in Hfe. After becoming 
of age he went to Texas and led a cowboy’s 
Ute and supposably also that ofa train rob- 
ber, as he returned in 1685 well supplied with 
money. He wasnowacrack shot and rider 
and was made quite a hero ot by the younger 
people. He shot several people while drunk 
at afrolic, but they all recovered and noth- 
ing was done with him. Then a negro who 
had been preaching social equality between 
the Diacks and whites was shot and killed 
by an unknown man and Wallace was arrest- 
ed on suspicion, bata masked mod broke 
into jail and released him. The officers spent 
several months looking tor him, but he kept 
hid in the mountains except now and then 
when he would ride into some little village 
armed tothe teeth and help himself to 
liquor at the saloon. On one of these occasions 
he drank toomuch and was captured. He 
was tried forthe murder of the negro, but 
wasacquitted. Thekilling of Huckabee oc- 
curred in a drunken row which started be- 
tween Huckabee and Coon Narramore. The 
latter was cut to pieces by Huckabee, who 
was then shot and killed by Wallace. 


SHOT HIS NEIGHBOR. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 13.—Near Owenton, 
last Saturday, Dr. J. L. Massie shot and 
Killed Jesse Hanover, a well-to-do farmer. 
Massie heard that Hanover had been talking 
about him and, arming himself, went to Han- 
over’s. Mrs. Hanover said he was away, but 
was expected soon to return. 

Well, madam, you have seen him alive 
the last time, said the doctor as he rode 
away. Not far od he met Hanover and his 
brother-in-law. He asked Hanover why he 
had been lying and Hanover said he had 
stated nothing he could not prove. There- 
upon Massie shot him. Massie has not been 
arrested.

American Association Magnates Gath- 
ering in Chicago. 


DEVELOPMENTS OF A STARTLING CHAR- 
ACTER EXPECTED TO-DAY. 


Orator O’Rourke Indignant Over the In- 
vestigation of the New York Pliayers— 
The Browns Win at Milwaukee—Rac- 
ing at the Various Tracks—Pugilism 
and Sporting News of All Kinds. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 18.— The gentlemen who are 
supposed to be interested in the proposed 
American Association Club in Chicago 
flocked into the city yesterday in great unan- 
imity and several star chamber consultations 
were held that appeared satisfactory to the 
magnates, but at the same time were dis- 
couraging to the League managers, who have 
been impressed that they were the ‘‘Only.’’ 

Charles E. Rollins, the king-pin incorpora- 
tor of the new team, returned from his farm 
in Michigan. John W. Walse, Vice-dresident 
ofthe American Association Club, struck 
Chicago intuitively, it appears. Chris Von 
der Ahe and Charlie Comiskey of the St. Louis 
Browns happened to be at the Palmer House, 
and several other local gentlemen involved 
in the new venture were accidentally on hand 
at the same moment. Not one cent of the 
capital stock of the new team will be owned 
by persons interested in other clubs 
that com prise the Association. The 
Chicago men, according to persons 
who ought to know, will swing the whole 
affair, which, if their prospects are realized, 
will pay as high a dividend as any lottery 
that ever defled the laws of the United 
States. The new team, from reliable informa- 
tion, willembrace Pfeffer, Gumbert, Ryan 
and Kittredge of Chicago; Richardson and 
Connor, New York; Hart, Sioux City. It is un- 
derstood that Fred Pfeffer, who has hud a 
great deal of misunderstanding with Capt. 
Anson this season on account of his connec- 
tion with the Brothernood, is the agent for 
the new team as far as engaging players is 
concerned, and his movements on Sunday 
corroborate the assertion. 

Some rather sensational developments are 
promised from the Assoclation camp to-day. 
It is hinted that the make-up of the team in 
its entirety will be given out, and the gen- 
tlemen whoare backing the club will also 
make their identity public.
